Admiral Felix Stump, vice 
chairman and chief executive of 
the Board ol Directors of the 
Freedoms Foundation, spoke on 
"The Growing Threat of Com- 
munism" February 10 in Monroe 
Auditorium. 

In his speech, he gave examples 
of the penetration ol communism 
into smallex countries and pointed 
out that "little nations want our 
leadership" but that they won t 
approach us for it. 

He also stated that the way to 
win the war against Communism 
is to win the neutralist nations, 
but that we can't expect to win 
them if we allow Communism fo 
enter the countries first 

He stressed the que.->tion of the 
prestige of the United States, and 
stated that it is important to 
maintain our established prestige 
He confirmed die fact that the 
American people should back our 
President in his actions. 

Admiral Stump travels to the 
Far East e\ery year and is able 
to see the results of such pene- 
trations. 

He received his Masters De- 
gree from MIT. Since then, he 
has had a distinguished active 
service record with the U. S. 
Naw, until he retired in 1953

Grants Give Opportunity 
For Fulbright Scholars 
To Teach English In India 



A special program has been es- 
tablished by the United States Ed- 
ucational Foundation in India 
whereby Fulbright-Hays awards 
have been made available to 
American college and university 
graduates for the teaching of Eng- 
lish at Indian universities. 

The eligibility requirements and 
the stipend are the same as for 
the regular Fulbright awards 

The teaching assistantship in- 
volves approximately 12 hour s of 
classroom instruction in English 
language and usage, the grading 
of papers, and some assistance 
in informal conversation sessions. 

The assistants work under the 
direction of a professor of English 



and are not required to have 
had previous teaching experience 
or to have majored in English. 

The holders ol these grants are 
permitted to follow courses or 10 
carry on research in their own 
j field of special interest at the un- 
; iversity to which they are at- 
tached. 

Grantees will receive special 
training in India on the teaching 
of English as a foreign language.

perience, plus familiarity with the 
Girl Scout program, are essential.

Some professors are willing to discuss 
an exam with a student who has done poor- 
ly or who questions her grade, but are not 
willing to make the exam available to one 
who has faired well and who would see 
her exam out of curiosity. Why can't all 
students see all exams regardless of grade 
or reason, even if the reason is mere curi- 
osity'.' The exam is the work of the stu- 
dent : it is a measure of what she has learn- 
ed during the semester, and therefore it 
follows that she should he able to see and. 
discuss the exam with her professor if she 
so desires and for any reason she desires.

Campus Isolation: "World Anxiety" 



Today's young people are shoved along 
by elders who say that college is an in- 
troduction to life a,ui to the world. Isn't 
it !K)s.sible that this BMUmption has gone 
too long unchallenged'.' 

Could we not submit that the college 
campus is a withdrawal from the world 
outside of its gates'.' The ivy-leaguers and 
co-eds create a world of their own quit* 
unique from other conglomerations of per- 
sons. Is there any wonder, then, that anxie- 
ties exist when a college graduate has to 
ad.iust to ordinary society when he walks 
away with his degree; or that a freshman 
undergoes uncomfortable moments in at- 
tempting to adjust or "confrom" to campus 
life. This area of isolation is dangerous to 
higher education as an effective prepara- 
tion for life. 

The most obvious, though perhaps the 
least detrimental, illustration of isolation 
rests in the world of fashion. Knee socks 
and above-the-knee skirts and kilts are 
conformities uniform on most college cam- 
puses. These may or may not be as start- 
ling as the loud sports jackets or bearded 
chins of the male collegian to the uncol- 
legiate eye. The point is, one finds a best- 
dressed co-ed in the latest campus fad sud- 
denly trying to emerge from the college 
cocoon an acceptedly dressed career girl. 
Possible? . . . yes. Easy? . . . maybe 
not. 

The intellectual question is certainly one 
which lends itself to isolation. In the midst 
of a basically intellectual atmosphere, col- 
lege students may forget that all in the 
world are not scholars and that many of 
the "unscholarly" will be future neighbors, 
co-workers, or business associates. The hal- 
lowed halls of the academic buildings are 
not the only ones which must be travelled.

To Rise 



The administration has recently 
announced an increase in student 
fees which will go into effect in 
Sepember 1963. Tuition for non- 
Virginia students is scheduled to 
increase $60.00 over a previous 
fee of $365.00. 

The laundry, infirmary, and 
room tees for all students will be 
lumped together into a "residen- 
tial" fee totaling $226.00. The new 
fee represents a $47.00 increase 
over the 1962-63 su n. In addition, 
the board charge will rise $18.00 
for all students. 

Chancellor Simpson stated that 
the infirmary, laundry, and dining 
hall should be self-supporting. 
Previous charges have made it 
impossible to operate these serv- 
ices without supplemenaiy aid 
from the state. 

The increase in fees for Virginia 
residents totals $63.00. For non- 
Virginia tudents the total in- 
crease is $125.00.
